Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

Group I, claim(s) 1-11, drawn to a method for immobilizing a protein to a solid-phase. 
Group II, claim(s) 12, drawn to a method for quantitative determination of a protein. 
Group III, claim(s) 13, drawn to a method for immunoblotting. 
Group IV, claim(s) 14-21 and 23, drawn to a method for detecting an abnormal prion 

protein. 

Group V, claim(s) 22, drawn to a process. 

Group VI, claim(s) 24-31, drawn to a reagent solution. 

Group VII, claim(s) 32-34, drawn to a kit. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-VII do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding 
special technical features for the following reasons: 

The common technical feature linking all of the groups is the "presence of a lower 
alcohol, and a halogenocarboylic acid and/or a long chain alkyl sulfate," as recited in claim 1. 
This limitation, however, is taught by the prior art. See, for example, page 341 of Karkhanis

(Analytical Letters, vol. 22, no. 2, pp. 339-351 (1989)), supplied by Applicants on July 23, 2008. 
Karkhanis teaches that a protein was fixed in a gel by a solution comprising methanol and 10$ 
trichloroactic acid. Accordingly, the common technical feature is not a special technical feature 
over the prior art. Consequently, unity of invention between the groups is lacking.
